ASSIST HIS COUNSEL,

Attorneys for Defense Plainly Indi- 
cate the Trial will be Another 
Fight to Prove Their Client’s San- 
ity and to Secure His Freedom. 
Taking of Testimony Starts Today. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, March 8.—In the 
room where he twice faced a jury for 
thb murder of Stanford White, Har- 
ry Kendall Thaw went on trial today 
for conspiring to escape from the 
State Hospital for the Criminal In- 
sane at Matteawan. With him as co- 
defendants were five men who, the 
State charges, were parties to the al- 
leged conspiracy. The entire day was 
required to complete the jury. Tak- 
ing of testimony will begin tomorrow. 

From tke outset it was evident that 
the trial would be another fight on 
Thaw’s part to gain his freedom. His 
attorneys plainly intimated that they 
intended to try to prove their client 
was sane when he escaped from the 
asylum. Such being the case, they 
said in examining talesmen, the de- 
fendant was being illegally detained 
at the time of his flight. 

They asked prospective jurors 
whether they would be prejudiced 


against a man who, providing he was 
of sound mind, used any means at his 


command to escape from a hospital | 


for the insane. 

John B. Stanchfield, Thaw's chief 
counsel, said later a writ of habeas 
corpus would be demanded if Thaw 
were acquitted, on the ground that his 
detention will be illegal because the 
jury would have established his cli- 
ent’s sanity by their verdict. 

The lawyer would not say what he 
would do if Thaw were found guilty. 
The contention of the State, as out- 
lined in questioning talesmen, is that 
Thaw, although insane at the time of 
his escape, was nevertheless compe- 
tent to enter into a conspiracy and 
that therefore he should be punished 
accordingly. 

Deputy Attorney-General Kennedy, 


would be immediately returned to 
Matteawan if found guilty.

THOUSANDS DEAD OF PESTILENCE 


AND STARVATION MEXICO CITY. 


EXICO CITY, Feb. 28.—Five 

thousand men, women and chil- 

dren, it is estimated, have died 
here of pestilence and starvation 
within the past month. 

Epidemics of disease bred by filth 
and nurtured by lack of food have 
shot the daily death toll to an average 
of 100 a day. Twenty-two per cent 
of the population is today suffering 
from some iliness.. | 

Unsanitary souditions, caused by 
lack of water, have reached an inde- 
scribable stage, and a  sijckening 
stench pervades the entire Federal 
district. 

Scarcity of food precipitated a ter- 
rible situation, but that situation, ac- 
companied now by lack of water and 
attendant disease, is unbearable. 

Mexico City is undergoing the 
eruelist giege since Ladysmith, and 
what.is perhaps the strangest in 
world history, the capital being be- 
sieged by the very army which is oc- 
cupying ft. 

Unless relief comes in some form 
within a few weeks, Ladysmith will 
be outdone.

for the 25,000 foreigners there, of 
whom 2500 are Americans. The Car- 
ranza authorities have commandeered 
all the medicines and medical supplies 
in the chief hospital and sent them to 
Vera Cruz. An appeal has been made 
to the United States to dispatch a hos- 
pital ship to Vera Cruz to send medi- 
cal supplies to Mexico City and the 
Mexican Red Cross has sent an urgent 
petition through the American Red 
Cross for protection against the Car- 
ranza authorities, and permission to 
co-operate with the International Re- 
lief Committee in handling the starv- 
ing populations. 

Typhus fever and smallpox have 
broken out in the capital, as well as 
at Tampico. 

FEAR OF THE FUTURE. 

Asked whether there was actual 
suffering at present by foreigners, Sec- 
retary Bryan said that it was “the 
fear of future rather than of the 
effect of the present” that had caused 
the serious state of affairs, and that 
this was “due to the things Obregon 
had proposed, such as the cutting off 
of all communication.” 

“The effect also of the language 
used by Obregon,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“has been to emphasize the danger 
from mobs because of utterances cal- 
culated to stir up feeling against for- 
eigners.”” He added that within the 
last few days no word had come di- 
rectly from Carranza to indicate any 
change in conditions. 

The Secretary declined to discuss 
the contents of the latest representa- 
tions. 

There Was a clear indication in it 
that the United States government 
had made repeated representations in 
vain with respect to Carranza’s treat- 
ment of foreigners, and that a point 

been reached when it was neces- 
sary for the first chief to take into 
consideration the serious steps which 
the United States might feel compelled 
to take to obtain an improvement of 
affairs. 

Carranza’s decrees and those of his 
subordinate generals have been a con- 
stant cause of embarrassment of for- 
eign governments, ever since he broke 
with Gen. Villa, and the Constitution- 
alist movement was divided. The 
imprisonment of scores of priests and 
the confiscation of property, the ex- 
pulsion of Belgian and Spanish minis- 
ters and bad treatment of foreign con- 
suls generally, have been charged in 
official reports. The visits in this con- 
nection of Cardinal Gibbons to New 
Orleans to talk with Archbishop 
Moret, who has just been expelled by 
Carranza from Mexieo, together with 
other priests, was regarded by diplo- 
matists here as of the utmost - 
nificance. 


VILLA’S PLIGHT. 

Scarcity of war munitions in Mexi- 
co, it is believed here, has affected 
Villa’s campaign. The possibility that 
neither faction will be able to gain 
a complete victory and that the situa- 
tion may remain deadlocked indefinite- 
ly, is known to have influenced the 
administration to take its stand. 

The Washington government recent- 
ly has been subjected to a continuous 
bombardment of foreign inquiries. 
These activities of the foreign diplo- 
matic representatives have constituted 
a moral pressure that has now com- 
pletely compelled the American gov- 
ernment to speak in emphatic lan- 
guage to Carranza. 

The plight of Americans, however, 
has been of increasing concern. Obre- 
gon’s repudiation of Villa’s currency 
worked the first hardship because it 
made many wealthy folk penniless. 
The poor sjoted, clamoring for bread, 
and Obregon in published announce- 
ments practically sanctioned plunder 
and rioting, even predicting the evac- 
uation of his own forces if the riots 
developed into extensive demonstra- 
tions. An international relief commis- 
sion composed of residents of the for- 
eign colony, came forward with an of- 
fer of 250,000 pesos to buy food and 
take charge of the situation, but Obre- 
gon refused freight facilities or per- 
mission to undertake the work. The 
committee recently sent a petition to 
the State Department, described as of 
a most sensational character. Secre- 
tary Bryan has constantly declined to 
make it public, altheugh apprised that 
the object of the committee in send- 
ing it was to give the statement pub- 
licity in the United States. Mr. Bryan 
believes that in the circumstances 
while the American government is 
bringing strong pressure to bear on 
Carranza, it will not assist the plight 
of foreigners in Mexico City if the 
statement ts published. 

In order to give his entire time te 
consideration of European and Mex!i- 
can questions, President Wilson will 
see White House callers only fcr an 
hour Wednesdays and Thursdays dur- 
ing the spring and summer. He will 
be in almost constant communication 
with Secretary Bryan and Counsellor 
Lansing ot the State Department. De- 
layed dispatches received today say 
last Tuesday night Gen. Carranza 
told some of the foreign representa- 
tives in Vera Cruz that Mexico City 
was to be evacuated by his forces, 
and renewed his invitation to the 
diplomatic ccrps at Mexico City to 
come to Vera Cruz or any other town 
under his domination, making it clear 
that the coming of the diplomatic 
corps to Vera Cruz or any town un- 
der his control would not be con- 
strued as recogniticn. The dean of 
the diplomatic corps is understood to 
have replied that such an act might 
incur the resentment of other fac- 
tions in Mexico. 
TO EVACUATE MEXICO CITY. 
Secretary Bryan stated later today 
that he had received notice from 
Gen. Carranza confirming the report 
that Mexico City would be evacuated 
and that the diplomatic corps had 
decided to remain in Mexico City. 
A statement issued by Secretary 
Brvan said: 
“The State Department has received 
a note from Mexico City saying that 
Carranza has confirmed the an- 
noupcement that Mexico City will be 
evacuated dnd has invited the diplo- 
matic corps to mcve to Vera Cruz or 
to any other town under his juris- 
diction, stating that this will not be 
considered by him as an act of recog- 
nition. It is understood that the diplo- 
matic corps feel that their departure 
from the City of Mexico would not be 
best for the fcreign interests under 
their care.” : 
CARRANZA REPORT. 
The Carranza agency here today 
issued the following statement: 
“A digpatch from Vera Cruz says: 
thousand workingmen left 
Mexico City yesterday for Vera Cruz 
to join the Constitutionalist army. On 
their arrival they wili be enrolled and 
used in the campaigns against Mont- 
erey and San Luis Potosi. Conditions 
in Mexico City are improving hcurly, 
food is still scarce here but there is 
no likelihood of a famine. Order 
reigns in Mexico City and all reports 
that foreigners are being molested 
are utterly false, Equally untrue is 
the report that there is any friction 
between Gen. za and Gen. 
Obregon. The two men are working 
in complete harmony.’ ”

Enrique C. Liorente, Washington 
representative of Villa, gave out a 
telegram from the latter, saying: 

“If Obregon abandons Mexico City 
we have enough troops in the vicin- 
ity at once to occupy it and maintai 
order.” 

Carranza agency has a dis- 
patch from San Antonio ‘stating that 
word has been received there that 
Monterey had been captured by Gen. 
Gonzalez. A dispatch to the State De- 
partment from Monterey dated March 
6 said fighting had been in progress 
there for three days and that “heavy 
cannonading was going on in the 
suburbs.” Carranza agency also 
claimed that their forces had cap- 
tured Monclova and that a battle with 
Villa forces was expected at Allende, 
south of Pied Negras. The follow 
ing was received from Gen. Carranza 
in Vera Cruz:

STATUS OF OUR COTTON 


IS DEFINED BY ENGLAND. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, March 8. — For- 

mal notice of the treatment to 

be accorded American cotton by 
Great Britain and her allies in the 
execution of their declared intention 
to stop all commerce to and form 
enemy countries was given today in 
a statement issued by the British 
Embassy. All cargoes consigned di- 
rectly to ports of an enemy will be 
stopped, but as to shipments to neu- 
tral European countries the statement 
said the following arrangements had 
been come to in London: 

“(1.) All cotton for which con- 
tracts of sale and freight engagements 
had already been made before March 
2 to be allowed free (of bought at 
contract price if stopped) provided 
ships sail not later than March 31. 
2.) Similar treatment to be ac- 
corded to all cotton insured before 
March 2, provided it is put on board 
not later than March 16. 

“(3.) <All shipments of cotton 


claiming above protection to be de- 


clared before sailing and documents 
produced to and certificates obtained 
from consular officers or other au- 
thority fixed by governments. Ships 
or consigned to enemy ports 
will not be allowed to proceed.” 

At the Embassy it was acknowl- 
edged that this arrangement, an- 
nounced in response to appeals of 
American shippers anxious over the 
status of their cotton, already on dock 
awaiting shipment or actually at sea 
bound for Europe, was merely tem- 
porary and would be superseded by 
the British order in council putting 


into effect the general policy to be 
instituted in retaliation against Ger- 
many’s submarine war-Zone procla- 
mation. Embassy officials construed 
the arrangement as a concession to 
neutral shippers. 

Today's statement was regarded here 
as important, particularly because of 
the apparent intimation in it of the 
extent to which the allles intend to 
interrupt commerce between neutral 
countries in carrying out their deter- 
mination to stop commercial inter 
course with Germany. It was sug- 
gested at the Embassy that the re- 
strictions on shipments generally 
would be the same as those imposed 
upon cotton, and that besides holding 
up all ships bound directly for enemy 
countries, the warships of the allies 
would stop vessels loaded with prod- 
ucts heretofore free from molestation 
as non-contraband if their cargoes 
were presumed to be ultimately de- 
stined for Germany, Austria or Tur. 
key. mbargoes on re-exportation, it 
was said, would insure safe passage 


for such 


cargoes. 
High officials of the American gov- 
ernment had no formal comment to 


‘make upon the statement, although 


some said frankly they did not know 
just what it meant. The United States 
holds to the declaration of its right to 
ship non-contraband to belligerents 
and to have uninterrupted legitimate 
commercial intercourse with neutral 


nations. It is probable, however, that 


there will be no further formal ex- 
pression upon the subject until after 


the British government has replied to 


the recent American note asking how 


the new policy of the allies is to be 
carried out. 


MAY HANG THE CAPTIVES 
GERMAN 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P. 


ONDON, March 8. 10:10 p.m.— 
The Admiralty announces that it 
is not justified in extending honors 


to the captured crews of German sub- 


marine boats, owing to their methods, 
and that it is intended to segregate 
them under special restrictions, pend- 
ing their possible conviction at the 
conclusion of peace. ce 

The Admiralty states that this 
ruling applies to the twenty-nine offi- 
cers and men of German submarine 
U-8, which was sunk recently off 


Dover.” 
The policy to be adopted toward the 
crews of German submarines is in an 


swer to the demand of Admiral Lord 


Charles Beresford, retired, and oth- 
ers, that such men be tried for mur- 
der, and the Admiralty statement in- 
dicates that the government has this 
in mind. 

The statement refers to the gener- 
ous treatment accorded German offi- 
cers and men, numbering upward of. 
1000, and then says with reference to 
the U-8: 

“This vesse] had been operating in 
the Straits of Dover and in the Eng- 


lish Channel, and there is a rons 
probability that she had been guilty 


of attacking and sinking unarmed 
merchantmen and firing torpedoes at 
Ships carrying noncombatants, neu- 
trals and women. In particular the 
steamer Oriole is missing and there is 
grave reason to fear that she has 
been sunk with all hands—twenty. 
“There is, of course, great difficulty 
in bringing home particular crimes to 
any individual German submarine, 


and it may be that the evidence neces- 


sary to establish conviction will not 


‘be obtained until after the conclusion 


of peace. Meantime, persons against 
whom such charges are pending must 
be subject to a special restriction, and 
cannot be accorged the distinction of 
eir rank or be allowed to mingle 
other prisoners of war.” 
A report recefved from Rear-Ad- 
miral the Hon. Horace Hood on the 
sinking of the U-8, as made public 
by the Admiralty, shows that the sub- 
marine was finally destroyed by the 
torpedo-boat destroyers Gurkha and 
Maort. The other destroyers which 
took part in the hunt were the Viking, 
Nubian, Mohawk, Falcon, Kangaroo, 
Cossack, Leven, Fawn and Ure.

TO BUILD N EW PRISON 
ON A CHANNEL ISLAND. 


NE of Southern California's 
0 islands may become as famous as 
that immortalized by Byron's 
“Prisoner of Chinon“ if an Assembly 


| bill introduced at Sacramento yester- 


day by Assemblyman Lostutter is not 
smothered by the administration. Los- 
tutter purposes to locate a State 
prison and prison farm on one 
of the islands—p San Cle- 


mente or one of the Santa 
Barbara group. Its object is to save 
for the southern counties the expense 
of transporting convicts to the 


11190 


lnorthern prisons. This expense is es- 


timated at more than $20,000 a year. 
Under the terms of the act, $300,000 
is to be appropriated to purchase land 
and water rights and to start the 
building. It has already been sug- 
gested that a striking feature in prison 
architecture be introduced by repro- 
ducing the facade of the famous 
medieval fortress prison where 
“There are seven pillars of gothic 
mold; 
In Chillon’s dungeon’s deep and old 
There are seven columns, mossy and 


y, 

Dim with a dull imprisoned ray.” 

Lostutter’s bill provides that the 
Governor, the Attorney-General and 
the Secretary of State shall select the 
site. 

It has cost Los Angeles county 
nearly a quarter of million dollars in 
the past ten Years to transport pris- 


oners convicted here to the State peni- 
tentiaries at San Quentin and Folsom. 
During the past year the number of 
felons taken north averaged more than 
one a day. According to reports at 
the Sheriff's office, it costs about $62 
to take a prisoner to San Quentin, 
and about $63 to Folsom. More pris- 
oners are sent to the two peniten- 
tiaries from this county than any 
three other counties in the State. 


Sheriff Cline and Judge Craig of 
the criminal department of the Su- 
perlor Court, and president of the 
Southern California Institute of Crim- 
inology, are heartily in favor of the 
plan to establish a State penitentiary 
in Southern California. They aay it 
would result in a great financial sav- 
ing to the taxpayers and help in many 
other ways. 

Sheriff Cline declared, however, 
that in his opinion the penitentiary 
will not be built here until Califor- 
nia is divided. The Legislature is 
controlled by northern lawmakers, and 
all of the big State institutions are 
located north of the Tehachepi. 

“It's a splendid idea,” said Judge 
Craig. The institute recently adopt- 
ed a resolution calling upon the Leg- 
isiature to pas a bill providing for 
a State farm or penitentiary in or near 
Los Angeles. It would mean the sav- 
ing of tens of thousands of dollars 
annually and of time of deputy sheriffs 
and peace officers generally.’

ASSESSMENT TO EXTEND

¥Y UNANIMOUS vote, the City 
B Council, sitting as a committee 

of the whole, yesterday approved 
the assessment for the extension of 
Broadway from Tenth to Eleventh 
and Twelfth to Pico streets.

Schreiber, chief of the assessment bu- 
reau, is a distinct compliment to his 
work and consequently a left-handed 
rebuke to the experts and others who 
appeared in protest before the Coun- 
cil last week. 


The asseexment totals $1, 210.000; 
which is distributed over the three 


blocks affected by the proposed open- 
ing of the street.

California than ever before,” said Mr.

Another thing, 
the Southern Pacific has added new 
trains, whose arrival and departure 
times our new car service will cover.” 

JITNEY ON THE WANE. 
Following months of rather strenu- 
ous retrenchment the Pacific Elec- 
tric's announcement of improved serv- 
ice is interpreted by many as evidence 
that the jitney bus, like the seven- 
year locust, has about run its cycle 
hereabouts. As proof of this, it is al- 
leged that the number of light cars 
that are going back to the dealers un- 
der the mortgage; clause, after brief 
but hectic careers on our streets, is in 
excess of the purchases. 
But if the jitmey has seen its best 
days in the Southwest, in spite of 
Councilmanic coddling on all hands, 
it is becoming an increasingly live is- 
sue in the East. In St. Louis the situ- 
ation is especially complicated, with 
a section of the traveling public 
clamoring for the application of the 
“Jim Crow” law to the little fly-by- 
nights and the jitney operators op- 
posing it. 
Kansas City also has the problem on 
its hands, with 100 busses now in op- 
eration on three lines. Houston and 
Ft. Worth have also been invaded, 
while in Chicago a minority of the 
public is urging that the municipality 
go into the bus business in connection 
with the street car lines, from which, 
as here, the Windy City draws large 
sums in franchise rent.

NITED STATES SUPREME COURT ON 
INDUSTRIAL FREEDOM. 
The Republican statesman who framed 


and West who adopted the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, builded better than they 
knew. 

The Thirteenth Amendment, abolishing 
slavery, having been ratified, several of 
the Southern States attempted, by black 
laws and vagrant laws and apprentice 
laws, to establish a system of peonage of 
black men that should serve as a substi- 
tute for the slavery that had been abol- 
ished. They had staked the right to hold 
black men in bondage upon the issue of 
battle. They lost the wager and they en- 
deavored to steal back the stakes. 

To secure to black men the freedom 
promised by the Thirteenth Amendment the 
Fourteenth Amendment was adopted. Its 
phrase was as simple as its import was 


ture from enacting laws to abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States. This amendment, taken in 
connection with the Fifth Amendment, 
which declares that no man shall be de 
prived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law, has served as an in- 
vincible bulwark, not only to protect free- 
dom, but to beat back the waves of Social- 
ism, and anarchy, and jealousy, and spite 
and greed, which labor-uhionism has in 
several States, and even in Congress, 
hurled against property and order and 
law. 

One of these efforts was made in 13898 
when Congress, in “An Act Concerning 
Carriers Engaged in Interstate Commerce,” 
provided “that any employer subject to the 
provisions of this act, etc., who shall re- 
quire any person seeking employment to 
enter into an agreement, either written or 
verbal, not to become or remain a member 
of any labor corporation, association, or 
organization, etc., shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of not less 
than $100 and not more than $1000.” 

Adair, as agent of a railroad corporation, 
discharged a certain employee because of 
his membership in a labor union. For this 
Adair was convicted under the act of Con- 
gress. The Supreme Court of the United 
States set the conviction aside on the 
ground that the act of Congress was in 
violation of that section of the United 
States Constitution which provides that no 
person shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law.

“World War,” “The War Lord,” “The.

The gentl te should exist for all its 
citizens and citizens should exist for it. 
Reciprocity of rights and duties should be 
the rule. Unlike the warstate it does not 


have rights only. The gentlestate may be 


the center of the source of power., but if it 
possesses giant strength, it is too great 
to use it like a giant. It seeks to do jus- 
tice, to love mercy, and to work humbly. 
It has none of the chauvinism of the war 


If it has enemies, it treats them as if 
they were to become its friends, It bas 


‘too much good sense to be responsive to 


insults, and too much generosity to bear 
malice. It is not a political bully. It is 
too eager about the great things to be an- 
noyed by smal! irritations, and too much 
concerned about the good of all to be keen 
about any lack of respect to itself. It seeks 
to see the large as large, the small as small, 
the ephemeral as of the day, and the lasting 
as permanent, being ever guided by a sense 
of proportion. 

It respects the rights of other states with 
the same honesty and integrity which it 
merits from others. It makes few or no 
demands. It has no occasion for self-de- 
fense. It seeks only to have merit. It is 
tolerant of others’ weaknesses, patient to- 
ward their limitations, never finding in 
either weakness or limitation an excuse 
for its own aggrandizement. It is free 
from all blustering. It seeks to enrich as 


| well as to be enriched, to enlarge as well 


as to be enlarged, and it vastly prefers to 


interpretations or wrongdoing. Its pro- 
tective policy is to shield the weak, and its 
free-trade is to give every other 
state more than it demands. : 

This gentlestate is considerate in thought 
and feeling, without eicher hardness of 
mysticism, cordial without effusiveness, 
forceful and direct without harshness, firm 
in its convictions without obstinacy, of the 
highest and broadest idealism, ever ex- 
ercising a good will without giving any 
impression of weakness.

The Mason has a sixteen-hundred 
story show. Just keep on going up. 
What's the difference if you never get 
down? = 

One checks his brows at the door. 
It is‘ no place for “highbrows,” but 
you browse just the same. They call 
it “Ziegfeld Follies,” and are 
enough of them to justify the plural. 
It is a play to inspire repeated Mor- 
monistic tendencies. There are two 
acts of eight scenes each, and if they 
are calculated to drive away dull care 
they seldom miss a guess. 

A whirl of maple leaves caught up 
in an autumn wind, that is what the 
girls are like. A sea with a broken 
back and all of the whitecaps run- 
ning a race to the shore, that is what 
the scenery is like. The funny things 
you can think of ten minutes after 
you have lost a chance to say them, 
that is what the jokes are like. Late 
April, with the trout biting and noth- 
ing to do but pack and go, that is 
what the whole show is like. 

A married man might 8 that 
he brought his wife, and, 1 a 
woman, she would, of course, under- 
stand. It would depend upon the 
woman somewhat. 

The reason I spoke of this show as 
sixteen hundred stories high was that 
they have a scene of a modern sky- 
scraper with two men working on the 
nine-hundredth floor. I want to give 
them credit for it, because I wouldn't 
care to go that high myself. At such 
a point my imagination has rheuma- 
tism in its joints. It is accustomed 
to exercise, but it never takes that 
kind of a flight. A man might stay 
up until the elevator had quit run- 
ning. 

The men in this remarkable crane 
scene are Bert Williams and Leon 
Errol. The name of Williams is 
“Onyx.” He is a member of the ali- 
mony club. Few black face comedi- 
ans ever stood on the other side of 
the footlighta and ~ave such an im- 
pression of sincerity as Williams. 
That is partly because he is a negro, 
but mostly because he is a very rare 
artist. 

He emp dut never bur- 
lesques. He is droll, but never tedi- 
Gus. He if amusing, but never vul- 
gar. Through all his mirth there is 
a shining and kindly intelligence that 
appeals to the heart as well as the 
mind. His is the ‘sort of fun that 
makes an audience better. To me he 
was the bright star of the perform- 
ance. He was ‘not re some- 
thing after the fashion of parrots 
and most actors. He was inspired by 
that blazing light called consclous- 
ness. 

This man, Leon Errol, who is with 
Williams on the nine-hundredth floor, 
is a comedian of quality. When he 
takes the part of “Bunn,” who wants 
to learn to tango, in another scene. 
he is the last word of the harmiess 
jag. 1 use harmless here with re- 
spect to other people. I mean @ jas 
that would not hurt somebody else 
and not but what it will hurt the 
man who has it. 

I realize that you cannot be too 
serious about a show as funny as this. 
I was convinced of this when I heard 
Ed Wynn tell about the fhinoserious 
in the ecireus. He described it as & 
monster with a horn in the center of 
his nose that had never been to a 
moving picture show or learned to 
tango, or had any sort of fun in its 
life. It was this that made the rhino 
serious.

Teams to Have Three and 5 Sets of Backs en 
One Man is Injured the W hole Bunch Comes Out and 
a New One Goes In—Makes Everybody Sce to it that 
Team-mates Train—Attack is Kept Changing.

H latest football innovation is the unit back-field system. Walter 

Rheinschild, former University of Michigan star and present pigskin 

' prelate at the Los Angeles Athletic Club, has evolved a méthod of attack 

and defense which he claims will revolutionize the great American intercol- 
legiate sport. 

Coach Rheinschild and Capt. Phil Cass of the club team have four sets 

of backs in training now for the football campaign next fall. These men are 

working out in sets of fours and each back field is a unit, a part of the team, 

rather than four individual players. These squads of backs are to remain 


throughout the season. 


WHOLE BUNCH OUT. : 

When a man is injured in a contest, he will not be substituted by a single 

man. Under Rheinschild's system the entire set of backs will be called out 

and a uew force sent in. Should a man show poorly in a game in any one 

department of the play he wil! not be pulled off the field, but his entire back 
field will come out of the fray. 

By this system, Cass and the Athletic Club éoach expect to develoe more 


the unit system every back will be called upon to help his team mates to 
carry the ball and defend their team’s goal. 


THREE SPIES. 
There is another advantage in this newly-projected form of football war. 
Should a man be in poor condition he will deprive the other three men in 
the back-field set of the opportunity of getting in the game. This will cause 
every member of every set of fours to keep after his tcam mates on the set 
with him; and therefore every back will have three men watching him to see 


LESSENS INJURIES. 

It is pointed out that by this plan more men will get into the: games. 
The system will minimize the percentage of accidents to overworked back- 
field men and will make the game more interesting to the spectator. 

Cass says that the club’s four sets of backs in training now will be in- 
creased to five and possibly six when the season opens. There is to be a set 
of fast men like Rush Meadows, Louis Cass and Tommy Crarey. Another 
back-field squad will be composed of big huskies like Sid Neighbors and the 
Doyle brothers. These two combinations will give the two extremes—the one, 
the light, fast- running set, and the other, the four heavy plungers depending 
on brute strength. 

There will e forward passers. Four wily men of the 
star-punting variety will form another back field. There will be one and pos- 
sibly two back-field quartettes . r of men who are rated as good ground 
gainers in any form ot attack,

“Uniess the duty is put ‘back on 
beet sugar the industry in America 
is cértainly doomed,” said Judge H.

“We cannot pos- 
sibly compete with the European 
producers, who pay less than one-fifth 
our skilled labor wages. The war has 
given a temporary respite, but with 
the closing of hostilities our factories 
will be wiped off the map and the 
public will be forced tc pay more for 
sugar than it did under the old tariff 
schedules.”

Agricultural Department Report 
Shows 17 Per Cent. of Last Year's 
Crop Remains on Farms. 

[BY A. P. DAY WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Despite 
the much discussed effect of grain 
exports to Europe on the home sup- 
ply, today’s official report by the De- 
partment of Agriculture en the per- 
centage of 1914 wheat, corn, oats and 
barley crops remaining on farms 
March 1. shows only slight decreases 
when compared with percentages of 
last year. 

The department’s crop reporting 
board, from reports of its correspond- 
ents and agents throughout the coun- 
try, estimates the amount of wheat, 
eorn, oats and barley on farms, with 
comparisons of preceding years, the 
proportion of each crop which will be 
shipped out of the counties where 
grown, and the percentage of the 1914 
corn crop Which was of merchantable 
quality, as follows: 

Wheat—About 152,903,000 bushels, 
or 17.2 per cent. of the 1914 crop re- 
mained on farms March 1, 1915, com- 
pared with 151,809,000 bushels, or 
19.9 per cent. of the 1913 crop re- 
in 1914: 156,483,000 bushels, 
or 21 per cent. of the 1912 crop 
remaining in 1913, and 122,025,000 
bushels, or 19.6 per cent. of the 1911 
crop in 1912. 

About 60.7 per cent. of the 1914 
crop will be shipped out of the coun- 
ties where grown, against 53.9 per 
cent. of the 1913 crop so shipped, and 
61.6 per cent. of the 1912 crop so 
shipped. 

Corn— About $10,894,000 bushels, or 
84.1 per cent.‘of the 1914 crop re- 
mained on farms March 1, 1915, com- 
pared with 866,392,000 bushels, or 
35.4 per cent. of the 1913 crop in 
1914, and 1.289.655.9000 bushels, or 
41.3 per cent., of the 1912 crop in 
1918. 

About 18.6 per cent. of the 1914 crop 
will be Shipped otit of the counties 
where grown, against 17.2 per cent. 
of the 1918 crop so shipped, and 21.8 
per cent., of the 1912 crop so shipped. 

The proportion of the 1914 crop of 
merchantable quality is about $4.5 per 
cent., compared with 80.1 per cent. of 
the 1913 crop, and 85 per cent. of the 
1912 crop. 

Oats—About 379,369,000 bushels, or 
33.2 per cent. of the 1914 crop re- 
mained on farms March 1, 1915, com- 


pared with 419,476,000 bushels, or 
37.4 per cent. of the 1913 crop in 
1914; and 664,216,000 bushels, or 


42.6 per cent. of the 1912 crop in 
1913. 

About 29.4 per cent. of the 1914 
crop will be shipped out of the coun- 
ties where grown, against 26.5 per 
cent. of the 1913 crop so shipped, and 
30.9 per cent. of the 1912 crop 80 
shipped. 

Barley—About 42,889,000 bushels, 
or 22 per cent. of the 1914 crop re- 
mained on farms March 1, 1915, com- 
pared with 44,126,000 bushels, or 
24.8 per cent. of the 1913 crop in 
1914, and 62,283,000 bushels, or 27.6 
per cent. of the 1912 crop in 1913. 

About 45.1 per cert. of the 1914 
crop will be shipped out of the coun- 
ties where grown against 48.4 per 
cent. of the 913 crop so shipped, and 
53.7 per cent. of the 1912 crop so 
shipped.

tain, the reserve fund was tapped by. 


the Council yesterday to the extent 
of $10,000, which is transferred to 


President Whiffen, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who has been de- 


Clared to be a faithful watchdog of 
the treasury, has let all of the 3250. 
600 general expense money filter 
thtough his fingers, and there are 
still several months to go before the 
expiration of the time to have been 
covered by the $250,000. 

The general expense fund, it is said, 
has been depleted by the fact that 
the city has liad to pay $140,000 dur- 
ing the last year as its share of spe- 
clal assessments on improvements 


that have been made. 


The Finance Committee, of which 
Mr. Whiffen is the head. has dis- 
bursed the money from this fund. As 
Counciimen. President Whiffen and 
his associates on the committee have 
voted to confirm the assessments 
which have come out of the fund, so 
that there was no expenditure that 
Was not expected. 

The city’s funds are lower at this 
time of the year, relatively, than they 
have ever been in the past, notwith- 
standing that Mr. Whiffen and his 
colleagues in the Council have de- 
clared themselves to be the wisest 
economists in the history of the city. 

Tt is Mid that the transfer ot $19.-

“IIKED HIM BEST,” SAYS WIFE 
SEEKING ALIMONY. 


But Wealthy Realty Operator De- 
clares She Did the Proposing 
Strenuously, then was False to Her 
Vows—Ordered to Pay for Support 
of His Son. 


Why spring married winter was ex- 
Plained by Mrs. Joeanna Morgan in 
the alimony court yesterday, when 
her husband, Jeremiah J. Mcrgan, 
wealthy Hollywood realty operator, 
was brought in on an order to show 


cause. Objecting first that this court 


had no jurisdiction on the ground that 
Mr. Morgan obtained. a divorce in 
Iowa, Mr. Morgan's attorneys made 
it plain that their client prcposed to 
make a fight all along the line. 

“When you married him you were 
207?" asked Judge Monroe of the wife 
seeking separate maintenance and a 
suitable alimony for the support of 
herself and her 3-year-old son. 

“Yes,” was the reply. 

“Why did you marry a man 65 
years old?“ 

I liked him better than I do now.” 

“You dent mean to say you liked 
a man of his age better than any- 
bedy else? 

“I did at that time.“ 

“How have you been supported 
since last September?“ 

“I have been working as a do- 
mestic.“ 

“You are doing that now?” 

„es.“ 

How much did vou have to pay 
for the support of your child?“ 

“I haven't been able to pay any- 
thing.” 

The court thought both to blame 
for the ill-asscrted marriage. He add- 
ed that Mr. Morgan ought to have 
the decency to pay something for the 
support of his son and he ought to 
help her fight the case and determine 
a vital question. It was ordered that 
he pay $5 a week for the child, the 
attorney's fees to be fixed at the time 
of the trial. The case was continued 
to take depcsitions in Iowa. 

Why winter married spring was de- 
tailed by Mr. Morgan in an affidavit 
filed yesterday. He stated he is a resi- 
dent of lowa, only temporarily resid- 
ing in Los Angeles. He met his wife 
nearly seven years ago. She was intro- 
duced to him at his home by a Mrs. 
Helander. 

“I had known her but a short 
time,” he deposed, “when she dis- 
played a positive determination to 
marry me. I had befriended her and 
treated her kindly and respectfully. 
I tried to dissuade her, but she re- 
peatedly threatened to kill herself if 
I did not marry her. She seemed sac 
utterly in earnest I finally agreed to 
marry her, thinking I could persuade 
her to change her mind. I was then 
65. I had children by a former mar- 
riage and grandchildren whom 1 
wished to have my property. 

Before the marriage Mr. Morgan 
entered into an agreement with his 
young wife in which she renounced 
ae claim against his estate, which was 
separate property. He deeded to her 
property worth $5000. 

The marriage was not happy. Mr. 
Morgan says his wife was guilty of 
numerous violations of the marital re- 
lation. Mre. Morgan and a man named 
Flowers became unusually thick, the 
aged husband declared. She sat in his 
lap and they exchanged kisses. The 
husband says: | 

“When I threatened to boot him off 
the place, she declared: ‘I think ten 
times more of him than I do of vou. 
TI am tired of living with such an old 
thing as vou are, anyhow.’ ” 

Mr. Morgan engaged a detective 
named Robinson to fcllow his wife 
when she came to Los Angeles to 
visit girl friends. as she said. Mr. 
Morgan says: “We caught her and a 
man at the Hotel Arlington in Long 
Beach. registered as C. Miller and 
wife. She praved and begged for an- 
other trial and I took her back.”
